MAKES ENDURANCE RECORD 


Perhaps no single development of the 


year1 surpassed tha record made by the 
pricos "of 
commodities, says Brad- 


street's review of the year. 
Tha de- 


ficient food harvests oi 1916, which 
fell one-fifth below those at 1915, were 
only 'partly responsible for the air- 
plane-like flight of prices. Foreign de- 
mend, sharpened by lessened yields, 
especially of grain abroad, ,wa« very 
large, while our own or our Allies' calls 
for all sorts of war supplies drove 
prices tor unexampled heights. Nsarly 
all Civil War records of food prices 
\vore broken. • 


Mont of these peak points were reach- 


ed in the foro part of tho year, and 
food and fuel control undoubtedly held 
down prices later; still only three of 
the thirteen groups of commodities 
failed to roach peak points in 1917. 
Hence it was that the general prjco 
level as shown by Bradstreet's Index 
Numbers 
of 
Commodities 
went 
up 


steadily month by month throughout 
the year; that the advance from . Jan- 
uary to December was 29 per cent; that 
the advance over1 August 1, 1914, was 
105 per cent, or more than doubling 
since the war began.- In other words, 
the buying power of the dollar today i» j 
loss than half what it was at tho out- 
break of .the war, and only one-third . 
what it was in the law-Tvater-mark 
year of 1896. 


The crop results of 1917 show that 


'the balance lost by the unfavorable 
weather and short yields of 1916 was 
partly restored by the efforts of tho 
agriculturist. 
This is true, at leant, 


of most of the crops, though tho loss 
of winter wheat in 1916-17 was not 
made up in spring wheat, and the 
bumper yields of com, oats, rye, white 
and sweet potatoes and beans were the 
result rather of enlarged areas than of 
increased yields per acre. 
, However, 


the yields of leading cereals—meat-ani- 
mal feeds foremost—wero more than 
on«-fifth larger than the year before, 
r.hd potatoes, an important human food, 
were far in advance of any previous 
year. 
The 'plant-a-gardcn movement, 


first actively proposed early in March, 
was triumphantly vindicated and should 
see further expansion in 1918. 


Inasmuch as the war has been and 


is the great moving feature in this 
country's trade, as it is indeed in ev- 
ery other department of the world's 
activity, all views as to the future of 
finance, commerce and industry must 
inevitably hinge upon the course and 
outcome of that struggle. 
If tho ex- 


perience of Great Britain through three , 
years and 'of ourselves through nine | 
months is to be accepted as a guide, 
the tendency will be to more and more, 
subordinate all interests to tho win- 
ning of tho country's greatest fight. 


The drain on our man power—we 


have now nearly 1,000,000 men in the 
military and naval servico—and the ox- 
tension of the-draft bid fair..to draw 
other millions I'way from tho farm, the 
factory, the office and tho store. Pro- 
viding for these must throw a greater 
burden upon those remaining at home 
and upon the women of tha country 
also. "Business as' usual" surcely can- 
not apply to us any more than it has 
abroad. 


The displacement of demand from 


civilian to military lines, noted as 
growing month by month through'1917, 
promises to become even more marked 
in 1918, and, coupled with the econom- | 
ics enforced by what looks like perma-1 
nently higher prices for all commodi- j 
tics, point to effects upon general trade 
which can be hinted at but not always 
forecast or arranged for. 
There seems 


to be certain a further singling out of 
essential as opposed to non-essential 
lines which will c.:lo\v of still closer 
concentration upon the supreme duty 
of the country—the winning of a safe 
and lasting peace.
